(c)  To  what  extent  do  differences  between  developments  in  the  two 
countries  reflect  differing  national  value  preferences? 

(d)  To  what  extent  has  change  been  technologically  or  ideologically 
driven? 

(e)  Do  these  readings  reflect  but  the  ruffled  surface  texture  of 
some  deeper  policy  or  has  no  coherent  plan  emerged  to  replace 
the  genius  of  Vail?
